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.  GENERAL  REPORT. 


At  ihe  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  in  lS-57,  the 
undersigned  were  appointed  a  Committee,  charged  with  the  double 
duty  of  annually  reporting  to  the  Association  the  names  of  deceased 
members,  with  sketches  of  tlieir  life  and  character,  and  of  malc- 
ing,  at  this  meeting,  a  GENERAL  RETORT,  wliich  is  now  sub¬ 
mitted.  The  sketches  of  the  members  who  have  died  since  our 
appointment,  are  appended. 

The  Association  at  its  meeting  in  1856,  appointed  a  Committee 
of  three  persons  “to-  prepare  a  plan  for  gathering  information  in 
reference  to  the  location,  pursuits,  &.c.,  of  the  graduates  of  the 
College.”  At  the  meeting  of  1857,  the  Committee  presented  a 
plan  for  the  purpose  indicated,  and  the  Association  adopted  it. 
This  plan  contemplated 

First — A  list  of  the  Alumni,  with  their  places  of  residence  ; 

Second — Their  pursuits  ; 

Third — The  public  positions  held  ; 

Fourth — The  publications  made  by  them. 

Your  Committee  entered  upon  this  duty  with  an  earnest  desire  to 
perform  it  with  fidelity,  and  they  have  given  it  as  much  attention 
as  other  pressing  engagements  petmitted.  They  realize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  work,  its  present  use  ami  its  future  value  in  illus¬ 
trating  and  tracing  the  influence  of  Pennsylvania  College  upon 
Society,  and  they  fully  concur  in  the  reasons  which  prompted  the 
inquiry.  Many  other  Institutions,  recognizing  the  same  want,  have 
proceeded  to  fill  it,  but  your  Committee  believe  that  the  present 
plan  is  a  new  one,  and  in  most  respects  preferable  to  the  modes 
elsewhere  adopted.  Iis  novelty,  however,  deprived  us  of  the  e.\- 
perience  of  others,  and  threw  your  Committee  upon  their  own  re¬ 
sources,  in  devising  the  best  method  of  reaching  tire  chief  purpose 
in  view.  In  framing  the  Report,  remembering  that  it  should  be  gen¬ 
eral  in  its  character,  they  have  avoided  all  personality  and  detail 
trot  absolutely  necessary. 


They  have  labored  under  one  great  dillicnlty.  But  a  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  members — scarcely  more  than  one-fifth — responded 
to  the  circular  issued  by  the  Committee.  Asa  result,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  were  obliged  to  derive  much  of  tlieir  information  from  other 
sources.  Tliis  greatly  increased  their  labors,  and  rendered  them 
more  liable  to  inaccuracies  of  statement.  Those  who  promptly 
and  fully  responded  deserve  and  have  their  thanks.  Many  inter¬ 
esting  facts  communicated,  not  now  used,  will  be  of  great  service 
in  future. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association,  in  ordering  this  Report,  doubt¬ 
less  was  to  obtain  a  clear  view  of  what  the  members  have  effected 
or  are  eflecting — a  purpose  best  accomplished  by  a  simple  presen¬ 
tation,  in  compact  shape,  of  the  facts  in  the  case.  We  believe 
they  will  satisfy  every  one,  that  the  members  generally  are 
acting  well  their  parts,  and  in  Church  and  State  are  manfully  and 
honorably  meeting  the  responsibilities  of  life.  A  list  of  their 
names,  and  Post  Office  address,  is  appended.

Our  report  covers  twenty-seven  years,  in  which  twenty-six 
classes  were  graduated.  In  1836,  there  were  no  graduates. — 
The  first  class  consisted  of  3,  and  the  last  of  19.  The  largest  was 
graduated  in  ISfiG,  containing  21  members.  Of  the  twenty-six 
classes,  seven  contained  less  10  members — the  first  being  the 
smallest. 


Of  the  302  graduates,  44  belong  to  the  last  three  classes,  who 
are,  mainly,  still  preparing  for  active  life.  Twenty-six,  also  are 
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deceased.  Thus,  but  232  are  actually  ina  condition  to  come  with¬ 
in  the  scope  of  our  inquiries,  and  quite  a  considerable  proportion 
of  these  have  recently  come  within  it.  Almost  one-half  of  the 
whole  number  of  our  members — 138 — have  been,graduated  within 
the  last  ten  years.

We  say,  have  been,  because  fourteen  of  those 
licensed  to  preach  are  engaged  as  professors  or  teachers,  or  other¬ 
wise  than  in  the  constant  discharge  of  ministerial  duties.  Two 
of  our  members — Messrs.  Long  and  Unangst  of  the  class  of  1854, 
are  engaged  in  the  Missionary  work  in  India,  and  Mr.  Martz  of  the 
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class  of  1846  was  engaged  from  August,  1849,  to  January,  1852, 
as  a  Missionary  alGuntoor,  India.

Bittle  of  the  class  of  184.3,  is  President  of 
North  Carolina  College  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  Louis  A.  Bikle  and 
George  F  Schaelfer  of  the  class  of  1857,  are  Professors.

Stoever  of  the  class  of  1838,  is  a  Professor  in  our  own  Alma  Mater. 
Henry  Ziegler  of  the  class  of  1841,  is  a  Professor  in  the  Theological 
School  at  Selinsgrove,  Pa.,  and  Peter  Born  of  the  class  of  1848  is 
Principal  of  the  Classical  School.  William  M.  Paxton  of  the  class 
of  1843,  is  a  Profe.ssor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  at  Allegheny  City.  Daniel  Worley  of  the  class  of 
1850  is  a  Professor  in  the  State  Capital  University  at  Columbus, O. 
B.  C.  Suesserott  of  the  class  of  1853,  J.  T.  Ross  of  the  class  ol  1854, 
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and  Luther  H.  Croll  of  the  class  of  1855  are  Professors  in  Illinois 
State  University  at  Springfield.  Thus,  three  are  Presidents  of 
Colleges,  fifteen  are  Professors,  and  a  considerable  number  are 
Principals  of  Academies,  and  otherwise  engaged  in  the  great 
work  of  Education.

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OBITUABT  RETORT  OF  1858. 

William  F.  Greater — Edward  Mixturjt — David  W.  Badham. 

Tlie  committee  on  Obituaiies  report  three  deaths  during  the  year. 

'William  F.  Greater  was  honi  in  Augusta  county,  Virginia,  seven 
miles  North-west  of  Staunton,  April  13,  1826.  Ilis  parents’  names 
were  David  and  Mary  Greaver.  He  was  the  oldest  of  five  children. — 
In  the  .-spring  of  1845,  he  began  his  Academic  course  at  a  school  not  far 
from  his  home — then  called  the  Virginia  Collegiate  Institute,  now  known 
as  Roanoke  College.  In  1846,  he  united  with  Mt.  Tabor  Church  in  his 
native  county,.  About  this  time,  his  attention  was  diverted  from  the 
profession  of  teaching  as  a  pursuit,  to  that  of  the  Christian  Ministry. — 
In  the  fall  of  1848,  he  entered  the  Junior  class  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
and  in  1850  he  was  graduated.  He  immediately  procured  a  situation  as 
teacher  in  a  classical  school  in  Newville,  Cumberland  county,  where  he 
remained  five  months.  He  thence  removed  to  take  a  similar  situation 
in  the  Collegiate  Institute  in  which  he  had  been  a  student.  In  1851 
(Sept.  20th),  he  received  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  West¬ 
ern  Virginia,  license  to  preach,  and  in  1853,  (October  9),  he  was  ordain¬ 
ed  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia  in  Smithfield,  Jefferson  county,  as  a  Mini- 
ister  of  the  Gospel.  His  first  charge  was  at  N.  T.  Stephensburg,  Fred¬ 
erick  county,  Va.,  where  he  remained  from  March  19,  1852,  to  Novem¬ 
ber,  1855.  January  1,  1856,  he  took  charge  of  Mt.  Zion  and  St.  Paul’s 
congregations  in  and  near  "Williamsport,  Md.,  and  served  them  until  his 
death,  October  16,  1857,  in  his  32d  year.  His  sickness  lasted  but 
twelve  days.  His  disease  was  inflammation  of  the  bowels  and  conges¬ 
tion  of  the  liver.  His  prospects  for  usefulness  were  promising,  and  his 
death  caused  sincere  sorrow  among  his  people.  He  was  stricken  down 
in  the  strength  of  his  manhood,  and  taken  to  the  Father  he  had  served 
so  faithfully. 

He  was  married  January  27,  1853,  to  Miss  Anna  A.  Wild  of  New¬ 
ville,  Pa.  A  widow  and  two  children — a  daughter  and  son — are  left  to 
mourn  his  loss. 

Edward  Mixtdrx,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  New  York,  March  10,  1831. 
His  father,  David  M.  W.  Minturn,  who  was  a  merchant  of  New  York, 
died  when  on  a  visit  to  New  Orleans,  while  Edward  was  an  infant.  His 
mother  then  removed  to  her  birth-place,  Philadelphia,  where  she  has 
since  resided,  having  become  the  wife  of  Caleb  Jones.  Esq.  At  about 
7  years  of  age,  Edward  was  placed  at  the  Infant  School  of  Abraham 
Martin,  on  School  House  Lane  near  Germantown,  where  he  remained 
during  the  absence  of  his  parents  in  Europe.  A  year  after  their  return 
(in  1840),  he  was  sent  to  the  “Golden  Hill  Seminary,”  near  Bridgeport, 
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Conn.,  under  tlie  direction  of  Rev.  Henry  Jones.  He  remained  two 
years,  and  thence  was  sent  to  “Oakridge  Seminary^’  at  Gettysburg,  then 
recently  opened  by  his  cousin,  Herman  Haupt,  Esq.  In  1847,  Hr. 
Haupt  having  been  elected  a  Professor  in  Alma  Jiater,  Edward  was 
admitted  as  a  student  in  this  Institution,  where  he  remained  until  gra¬ 
duation  in  1851.  Upon  the  occasion,  he  delivered  an  oration  in  French. 
He  studied  medicine  in  Philadelphia,  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Xeal, 
and  in  1854  he  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  Iroin  the  ‘‘University  of 
Pennsylvania.”  His  constitution,  never  vigorous,  having  become  im¬ 
paired  during  his  studies,  he  went  abroad,  visiting  most  of  tl;e  cities 
and  hospitals  of  Europe,  and  extending  his  tour  to  Egypt.  Many  of 
his  letters  were  published  and  read  with  interest.  On  his  return  in 
1855,  he  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  185G,  he  was 
elected  one  of  the  Physicians  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  in 
1857,  he  was  appointed  to  one  of  the  ‘‘Districts”  in  the  dispensary  prac¬ 
tice.  He  was  also  elected  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Xatural  Sci¬ 
ences,  in  which  he  distinguished  himself  by  his  investigations  in 
Microscopic  Sciences.  He  was  preparing  a  work  on  the  subject,  when 
his  labors  were  arrested  by  disease  and  death.  He  died  of  Pneumonia, 
in  Philadelphia,  September  6,  1858,  aged  27  years,  5  months  and  27 
days,  in  the  full  faith  and  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality.  He  had  a  ge¬ 
nial  disposition,  was  kind  and  generous,  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  a 
large  circle  of  acquaintance. 

David  W.  Badham,  Esq.,  of  the  class  of  1848,  was  born  in  Chowan 
county,  N.  C.,  in  1828.  He  entered  Pennsylvania  College,  in  the  year 
1846.  After  graduation,  he  prosecuted  and  completed  the  study  of  the 
Law  at  the  Law  School  ct'nnected  with  Yale  College.  He  never  prac¬ 
ticed  his  profession.  While  on  a  Western  tour  about  two  years  ago,  he 
was  drowned  in  the  Mississippi.  Jlr.  Badham's  mind  was  unusu¬ 
ally  vigorous  and  active.  He  was  well  read,  had  good  conversational 
powers,  and  was  an  agreeable  companion.  He  died  young,  having 
given  promise,  when  at  College,  attaining  eminence  in  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  his  choice.  Those  of  us  who  knew  him  as  a  fellow-student  and 
class-mate,  recall  many  pleasing  associations  connected  with  his 
name,  and  tearfully  regret  his  untimely  end.

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OBITUARY  REl'ORT  OF  1859. 


Charles  L.  Baker — Joux  S.  Crdmbaugh. 


Two  of  the  Alumni  have  died  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting — Dr. 
Charles  L.  B.vkek  of  the  class  of  1839,  and  Rev.  John  S.  Crumbaugh 
of  the  chiss  of  1851. 

Dr.  Baker  was  the  son  of  Rev.  John  C.  Baker,  D.  D.,  who  also  died 
W'ithin  the  last  year.  He  was  born  August  13,  1821,  in  Germantown, 
where  his  Father  then  resided.  In  1827,  Rev.  Dr.  Baker  removed  to 
Lancaster,  and  Charles  there  received  his  early  Education.  In  1835, 
he  entered  Peuii.«ylvaLia  College,  in  which  he  spent  four  years.  YVith 
a  view  to  continue  his  studies  he,  after  graduation,  engaged  for  a  time 
as  teacher,  in  an  Academy  at  Jetferson,  Jld.  He  subsequently  studied 
medicine  with  Dr.  F.  A.  Muhlenberg  of  Lancaster,  and  in  1843  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He 
located  in  Lancaster,  and  remained  there  in  the  practice  of  his  profes. 
sion,  with  some  intervals  of  absence,  until  his  death,  which  took  place 
suddenly  on  the  21st  day  of  April  last. 

Dr.  Baker  was  a  diligent  student.  His  reading  embraced  a  great 
variety  of  books  on  almost  every  subject,  and  he  possessed  a  fund  of 
intormation.  He  was  well  versed  in  the  learning  of  his  profession,  was 
a  good  practitioner,  aud  a  gentleman  of  the  nicest  sense  of  honor.  He 
was  generous,  proverbially  kind  to  the  poor,  and  was  most  highly 
esteemed  for  the  many  e.xcellent  traits  in  his  character.  His  sudden 
death  was  a  great  shock  to  the  community,  and  called  forth  many  evi¬ 
dences  of  kind,  respectful  and  grateful  feeling. 

Rev.  John  S.  Crumbaugh  w-as  born  in  Woodsboro’,  Frederick  county, 
Maryland,  November  7,  1831.  He  lived  there,  having  ordinary  educa¬ 
tional  facilities,  until  1846,  when  he  entered  the  Preparatory  Department 
of  Pennsylvania  College.  In  1851,  he  was  graduated.  That  fall,  and 
before  Commencement,  he  was  appointed  Principal  of  the  High  School 
in  Lancaster  City. — a  post  for  which  he  proved  to  be  specially  adapted, 
and  the  duties  of  which  he  discharged  for  about  two  years  with  remarka¬ 
ble  success.  While  thus  engaged,  he  prosecuted  his  Theological  Studies 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Dr.  Baker,  and  in  1853  he  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  Ilis  first  and  only  charge  was  St.  John’s  (the  sec¬ 
ond)  Lutheran  Church  of  Lancaster — a  colony  from  that  of  the  Holy 
Trinity.  His  health,  never  very  vigorous,  began  to  fail  under  his  pas¬ 
toral  duties,  and  a  vacancy  having  occurred  in  the  office  of  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Common  Schools,  for  Lancaster  county,  he  was  appointed  by 
the  State  Superintendent  to  fill  it.  He  accepted,  in  the  hope  of  im¬ 
provement  to  health,  consequent  upon  the  active  exercise  required. — 


The  next  year  he  was  elected  by  the  School  Directors  of  the  County,  the 
Superintendent  for  the  legal  term  of  three  years.  His  health  continu¬ 
ing  feeble,  he  resigned  his  situation  as  Pastor  in  1857.  On  the  13th  of 
January,  1859,  he  died,  in  the  28th  year  of  his  age. 

His  death  was  appropriately  noticed  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  John’s 
Church  and  by  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  Lancaster  City.  Doth 
bodies  bore  testimony  to  his  fidelity  and  ability.  The  Vestry  requested 
of  his  friends,  permission  to  bury  his  body  “in  front  of  the  Church  he 
loved  so  W'ell,  and  for  whose  prosperity  he  so  ardentl}'  labored.”  The 
School  Board,  at  a  full  meeting,  expressed  their  sense  of  his  loss,  as  of 
one  “whose  learning,  zeal,  urbanity  and  sound  practical  sense  in  the 
discharge  of  the  various  and  difficult  duties  of  the  office  of  County 
Superintendent  were  unsurpassed  and  resolved  that  the  name  of  John 
S.  Crumbaugh  may  be  added  to  the  list  of  the  most  worthy  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  citizens  of  Lancaster,  “as  that  of  one,  whose  brief  life  is  a  record 
of  learning,  usefulness  and  honor.”  The  clergy  of  the  city,  the  School- 
Board,  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools,  and  the  present  and  former 
pupils  of  the  High  School  attended  his  funeral,  which  was  composed  of 
a  concourse  estimated  at  from  four  to  five  thousand  persons.  The  Press 
of  the  City  fittingly  noticed  his  decease,  and  one  of  them  closed  an  ar¬ 
ticle  with  this  language  : 

“He  was  endowed  by  nature  with  talents  of  a  high  order,  and  to  those 
he  added  the  advantages  and  adornments  of  learning.  Few  men  have 
lived  to  better  purpose.  Indeed  he  accomplished  more  good  during  his 
brief  career  as  a  public  man,  than  any  man  of  less  energy  of  character, 
with  equal  opportunities,  would  accomplish,  though  he  should  reach 
the  period  of  three-score  years  and  ten.  He  is  missed  among  us  now, 
and  long  will  he  be  mourned.  He  died  as  he  lived,  a  humble  Christian. 
His  labors  are  ended,  and  he  has  entered  upon  his  reward.” 

Mr.  Crumbaugh  was  married  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1854,  to  Miss 
Susan,  daughter  of  Rev.  William  Beates  of  Lancaster.  Ilis  widow  is 
living  in  Lancaster  with  her  father.

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OBITUAEY  EErOIlT  OF  1860. 

David  J.  Eyler — David  Stroh — Charles  Henry  Hersh. 


Tliree  memliers  of  onr  Association  Lave  died  within  the  year — Rev. 
David  J.  Eyler  of  the  class  of  1847,  David  Stroh  of  the  class  of  1850, 
and  Rev.  Charles  H.  Ilersh  of  the  class  of  1851. 

David  .1.  Eyler  was  born  October  10th,  1825,  near  Smithsbnrg-, 
Washington  county,  Md.  The  first  years  of  his  life  were  spent  with  his 
father,  on  the  farm.  A  course  of  study,  preparatory  to  his  entrance  at 
College,  was  commenced,  in  his  fifteenth  year,  at  the  village  near  his 
home.  In  the  autumn  of  1842,  he  came  to  Gettysburg,  and  enter¬ 
ed  the  Primarian  class  in  the  Preparatory  Dejiartment  of  Pennsylvania 
College.  Wiihout  interruption  he  progressed  in  his  studies,  in  this  In¬ 
stitution,  and  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1847.  After  pursuing  his 
professional  studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  for  two 
years,  he  entered  the  Christian  ministry,  having  received  license  to 
preach  in  the  fall  of  1849.  He  took  charge  of  congregations,  in  Bed¬ 
ford  county.  Pa,,  and  labored  amongst  them  for  more  than  a  year,  w'hen, 
on  account  of  e.xposure  to  inclement  weather,  he  was  taken  ivitli  Bron¬ 
chitis,  and  obliged  to  give  up  his  charge.  His  health  never  recovered, 
and  he  never  afterwards  statedly  preached.  Up  to  a  late  period,  he  was 
in  the  habit  of  filling  the  pulpit  of  his  brethren,  wdien  occasion  required 
and  his  health  permitted.  Upon  leaving  Bedford  county,  he  returned 
to  Waynesboro’,  and  began  the  Drug  business,  in  which  he  continued 
until  within  a  year  of  his  death,  when  he  removed  to  his  farm  in  the 
vicinity.  He  w'as  a  most  severe  sufferer,  and  died  March  15,  1860,  after 
he  had  attained  the  age  of  o4  years  and  5  months.  He  died,  sustained 
by  an  exalted  hope  of  salvation  through  Christ.  April  15,  1851,  he 
married  Miss  Christiana  Kurtz,  of  Somerset,  Pa.,  who  is  still  living. 
They  had  several  children. 

David  Stroh  was  born  January!,  1828,  in  Shirenianstown,  Cumber¬ 
land  county,  Pa.  His  father  died  wlien  David  was  but  two  years  old. — 
The  family  reuioved  to  Mechanicsburg  si.x  years  later,  and  there  David 
spent  his  boyhood.  In  1844,  he  entered  the  Preparatory  Department  of 
Pennsylvania  College,  and  passing  through  a  regular  course,  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1850.  His  principal  employment,  after  graduation,  was  teach¬ 
ing.  He  taught  a  year  and  a  half  in  Jeffersontown,  Ky.,  and  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1852,  he  took  charge  of  the  Shippensburg,  (Pa.)  Academy,  which 
prospered  in  his  hands.  In  the  winter  of  185.3-’4,  he  caught  a  severe 
cold,  which  resulted  in  the  disease  from  which  he  died.  Ho  took  a  sea¬ 
son  of  rest,  and  wdien  partially  restored,  resumed  his  duties  teaching  suc¬ 
cessively  at  Danville,  Shamokin,  Newbury  and  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  at 
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Augusta  College,  Ky.  His  health  becoming  worse,  he  returned  to  his 
home  in  Pennsylvania.  He  died  September  13,  18G0.  He  had  'fine 
personal  qualities,  and  was  a  man  of  eminent  piety.  His  Christian  char¬ 
acter  rapidly  developed  during  the  last  year  of  his  life.  His  Pastor  bears 
testimony  to  the  type  of  his  religious  faith — as  being  intelligent,  humble, 
growing  and  sustaining.  He  was  not  married. 

Charles  H.  Hersh  was  born  in  New  Oxford,  Adams  county,  Pa., 
January  17,  1824.  His  preparatory  training  was' at  schools  in  the  town 
in  which  his  parents  resided.  He  entered  the  Preparatory  department 
of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1845.  He  was  graduated  at  the  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  fall  of  1853,  and  commenced  his  pastoral  labors  at 
Salem  Cross-Roads,  Westmoreland  county.  Pa.  He  removed  to  Dansville, 
N.  Y.,  ill  July,  1856,  and  to  Canajoharie,  N.  Y.,  in  June,  1858.  He  re¬ 
moved  thence  tothe  Second  Lutheran  Church  in  Baltimore,  in  which  he 
was  installed  on  the  last  Sunday  of  June,  1859.  On  the  22d  of  the 
following  November  he  died. 

He  was  with  us  at  our  last  Commencement,  feeble  in  health  but  nna- 
bated  in  his  interest  in  every  thing  concerning  the  Institutions  with 
which  he  had  been  connected.  His  health  continued  to  decline,  render¬ 
ing  him  unfit  for  pulpit  services. 

Mr.  Hersh  was  an  earnest,  devoted  man,  who  had  endeared  himself  to 
a  large  circle  of  friends.  He  was  pains-taking,  laborious,  and  faithful. 
He  rose  rapidly  in  his  profession,  and  had  a  career  of  usefulness  before 
him,  when  suddenly  cut  ofi'.  June  23,  1854,  he  married  Miss  Mary 
McConaughy  McClean  of  Harrisburg,  who,  with  three  children,  survives.
